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THE  PRACTICE 
OF  MEDICINE 


The  practice  of  medicine  to  most  people  refers  to 
the  years  after  training  in  which  a  physician,  having 
already  earned  the  MD  degree,  is  licensed  to  pre- 
scribe medicine  and  care  for  patients.  But  the  "prac- 
tice of  medicine"  is  arguably  a  better  description  for 
the  four  years  of  training  in  medical  school.  Each  stu- 
dent undergoes  a  gradual  and  often  bewildering 
transformation  from  layman  to  clinician  which  is 
founded  in  hard  work  and  the  daily  practice  of  medi- 
cine. 

From  the  first  day,  we  are  presented  with  limitless 
information  —  facts  and  figures,  cadavers  and  cross- 
sections.  Never  absorbed  completely  on  first  expo- 
sure, the  information  must  be  "practiced",  i.e.  re- 
peated and  rehearsed.  Add  to  this  knowledge  the  in- 
troduction of  clinical  skills,  which  do  not  come  natu- 
rally but  must  be  practiced  to  proficiency.  We  learn 
to  talk  to  patients,  to  ask  questions,  and  to  listen.  We 
learn  to  use  stethoscopes,  ophthalmoscopes,  oto- 
scopes, and  reflex  hammers.  We  learn  to  observe, 
palpate,  percuss,  and  auscultate.  And  we  practice  it 
—  on  each  other  and  on  patients  —  until  the  words 
and  actions  blend  in  a  sequence  which  becomes  sec- 
ond nature  to  us. 

We  practice  procedures  —  drawing  blood,  starting 
IVs,  performing  lumbar  punctures,  and  tying  surgical 
knots.  We  learn  to  see  chest  x-rays  and  EKGs,  not  as 
whole  entities  but  as  the  systematic  sum  of  their 
parts.  We  then  practice  the  integration  of  our  knowl- 
edge and  clinical  skills  to  reach  diagnostic  conclu- 
sions and  ultimately  therapeutic  decisions.  We  learn 
what  tests  to  order  and  what  they  all  mean.  We  learn 
indications  and  contraindications.  We  learn  to  take 
responsibility  for  our  decisions,  recognizing  the 
uniquely  powerful  way  in  which  we  impact  our  pa- 
tients' lives. 

The  practice  of  medicine  includes  our  four  years  in 
medical  school,  but  certainly  does  not  end  there.  A 
career  in  medicine  means  lifelong  learning  with  daily 
practice  of  our  knowledge,  skills,  understanding,  and 
responsibility.  In  this  sense,  our  future  practice  in 
medicine  is  simply  a  continuation  of  the  medical 
practice  we  have  established  here  at  Bowman  Gray.

Originally  delivered  in  July  1 982  as  ihe  Valediction  address  at  Emory  Universilv  School 
of  Medicine.  Gaudeamus  Igitur  retains  its  singular  significance  for  the  medical  student,  as 
we  each  anticipate  our  own  day  oj  commencemeixt.  The  poem  is  a  poignant  description  of 
that  remarkable  day  of  transition  when  we  claim /or  ourselves  the  name  "Doctor",  andwith 
it.  all  of  the  honor  and  responsibility  that  it  implies. 

A  few  explanations  about  the  poem.  Tnoiflafed  "therefore  let  us  rejoice  ".  the  Latin  title 
is  the  first  line  of  a  medieval  song  that  became,  over  the  centuries,  a  drinking  song,  a  song 
of  celebration,  in  the  universities  of  Europe  The  tune  of  the  song  was  incorporated  years 
later  into  the  climactic  portion  of  the  "Academic  Festival  Overture "  by  Johannes  Brahms 
(line  4).  The  form  of  the  poem  was  suggested  by  a  portion  of  the  long  poem.  Jubilate  Agno, 
by  18th  century  poet  Christopher  Smart,  in  which  Smart  praises  his  cat  Jeoffrey  (line  5)
